Th* Crop Provlae in Illinois ami Mis- 


ionrl. 


St. Loufe Republican. 


The growing crops in this State and 


Illinois present an unusually vigorous 
and promising look. 
The wheat is 


koee high ; in Southern Missouri waist 
high; the grass ia dark green in color 
and almost rank in its richness ; the 
oats fields are in first-rate condition; 
the bulk of the corn crop in the two 
StaMa is planted, and in the lower coun- 
ties has had its first plowing. There 
was 4 dfy spell in North Missouri that 
lasted for nearly a month and caused 
some naeasiness, as 'the wheat showed 
signt of dwindling prior to Sunday, the 
9th; but it ended that day in profuse 
rains, and since then farmers have noth- 
ing to complain of. There was a large 
crop in Missouri and Illinois last year, 
and a good crop the year before, but 
the present indications promises a still 
larger and better crop, both of grain 
and f*»»a Itts year. The mild winter 
brought the wheat forward, and it is 
now MUlf two weeks ahead of its 
usual eo&dUion in May. The grain 
harvest in Missouri generally begins 
about the 20th of June, but if we 
should have warm, dry weather, there 
will be wheat cut in southeast Mis- 
souri in May—a rare sight, and the 
harvest thus begun will advance north- 
ward until the fint of August shall see 
gathered the finest wheat crop ever 
raised fe .ihe State. Nor must the 
fruit etvp to overlooked. Accounts 
from both Missouri and Illinois state 
that it will be unusually abundant and 
fine.

Although no one can foretell what the 
action of the Committee on Credentials 
will be, U is quite probable that there 
will be a minority report, and that the 
matter will in the end be fought out on 
the floor of the Cor, mention. 


It is not probable that there will be 


any contest over the temporary organi- 
zation of the Convention, as the con- 
testing delegations will not participate, 
and the Grant men will have such a 
large majority that it would be a waste 
of time.
